This year foreign competitors, and particu 
larly the Swiss, make every effort to establish su- 
premacy. 

Tryouts were held between August 13 and 15 at va- 
rious ranges throughout the count:y. As the various 
qualifying riflemen will be finally designated from re- 
ports sent by the various ranges to the International 
Committee at Washington, of which Major Waller, U. 
S. M. C., as International team captain, is a member, 
a list of the competitors who will form the team squad 
cannot be given as yet. 

A study of the records of the last two years reveals 
the interesting fact that while the American team won 
both years it was supreme at only one position, prone. 
The Swiss team lead in both the standing and kneeling 
positions. Considering this fact, it is evident that the 
United States team has lots of hard work before it 
It must improve its work in the harder positions, while 
the foreign teams perfect theirs in the easiest position.

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PREPAREDNESS 
By GY. Set. C. E. WHITNEY 

The value of preparation might best be illustrated 
by the LACK of it during the World War. Our fail- 
ure to be prepared for the conflict confronting us costs 
not only billions of dollars, but millions of lives. 

You must cultivate the spirit of investigation; you 
must be modern ta the minute; you must not bow to 
the must, dust, and rust of age. There is no place in 
the modern business world for the ancient or antique. 
The restless, resistless mind of man reaches a higher 
plane of development each day, and, as a result, ideas, 
methods and inventions that were surprising in their 
perfection yesterday, so to speak, are today rendered 
crude and commonplace. Don’t look at life through 
the wrong end of the telescope; don’t talk unless you 
have something to say, a thought or a principle to pro- 
mulgate, and if they bear the stamp of common-sense 
or the imprint of truth they will triumph. Remember 
that IT IS A GOOD DEAL MORE PROFITABLE TO 
LOOK WISE THAN TO TALK NONSENSE, though 
it may not be so easy.

MARINE CORPS HISTORY 


One of the most interesting departments at the Ma- 
rine Corps Headquarters is the Historical Section with 
Major McClellan in charge. 

Following out the history of the Marine Corps is 
a peculiarly difficulty task. The Marine Corps has 


always been prominent and has always been talked 
about, but the histories are strangely silent about the 
activity of the Corps. 


An example of this is found 


in the histories of the recent World War. The name 
of the Marine Corps was on every tongue, and it is 
safe to say that nearly every person in this country 
heard about Belleau Wood. Yet in at least two repu- 
table American Histories used in schools, in which an 
account of the World War has been prepared, no men- 
tion is made of the activity of the Marines and the 
new name of Belleau Wood is given, not as Wood of 
the Marine Brigade, but as Wood of the American 
Brigade. This is not a criticism of historians, but a 
mere statement of what has been true of all American 
historians to a large degree. 

In preparing a history of the Marine Corps it is 
therefore necessary to go to original sources. At the 
Marine Corps Headquarters a collection has been made 
of original letters telling of Marine activity and of 
the original orders and instruction published regard- 
ing movements. 

These letters and orders have been bound and af- 
ford a most valuable and interesting collection. Among 
other documents, are guard report books from the va- 
rious posts and stations of the Corps. These date 
back as far as the Marine Corps existed. There are 
several which cover the period just prior to and dur- 
ing the War of ,1812, though a number of valuable 
records were lost during the occupation of Washing- 
ton by the British during that war. The Marine Bar- 
racks, then Headquarters, were the British Headquar- 
ters during that period, and escaped burning, but many 
records were destroyed. 





WELL-KNOWN RIFEMAN BECOMES 
CANDIDATE FOR COMMISSION 


The latest member to join the class of candidates 
for commission now under instruction at the Marine 
Barracks, Washington, D. C., is Sergeant J. W. Ad- 
kins, who-is well known in shooting circles as the 
holder of two world’s records. Sergeant Adkins holds 
the world’s record for consecutive “bull’s-eyes” at both 
900 and 1,000 yards, having made 80 at the shorter 
range and 75 at the longer. 

Sergeant Adkins was late in reporting to the class 
because of the fact that he had been detached from 
his ‘enon post to accompany the Rifle Team to Wake- 
field.

OREAN Mission Cloth” has a wonderful reputation 
kK all over the Far East, where for eight years it 

has been sold by parcel post direct to thousands of 
satisfied customers. People in twenty-one countries all 
over the world now order goods direct from the plant 
where it is produced. This fabric is made by the stu- 
dents of the Songdo Higher-Common School, at Songdo, 
Korea, the textile department of which is in charge of 
Cc. H. Deal, who mastered the cotton manufacturing course 
of the International Correspondence Schools before going 
East as a missionary of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in 1910. The Sengdo school has over a thousand 
tudents and is under the Board of Missions of the Meth- 
odist Church. 

Not only in the East has Mr. Deal established a reputa- 
tion for making excellent cloth, but in Spartanburg, S. C., 
he managed the textile department of the Textile Indus- 
trial Institute, where the students earn their college ex- 
penses by working in the Model Mill alternate weeks, mak- 
ing what is known as “Character Cloth,” woven from long 
staple Pima cotton grown in Arizona, Coming home from 
Korea on a furlough of two years, Mr. Deal got in touch 
with Dr. D. English Camak, a young Methodist minister 
of broad vision, who had conceived the idea of a cultural 
school where all the students could earn all their ex- 
penses, both school and personal, by manual labor on the 
premises. As a result of Mr. Camak’s dream the Textile 
industrial Institute was founded, and for its workshop 
was built a $150,000 textile plant, which became known as 
the “Model Mill,” because it was so acclaimed by every 
mill man who came to Spartanburg to see the new ven- 
ture. Mr. Deal was seeretary and treasurer of the in- 
stitution, and managed the operations of the “Model 
Mill.” The cloth turned out by this plant became famous. 


It retailed from fifty cents to one dollar a yard, and mer- 
chants and individuals were eager to get it. 

The story of Mr. Deal’s work in Korea reads like ro- 
mance. “When I came here,” he says, “I found an ex- 
Buddhist priest who had become a Christian. He had one 
narrow foot-power loom, operated like a sewing machine, 
and three hand-made looms, representing a total invest- 
ment of less than $50. 

“T really do not think I could have accomplished what 
little I have without the I.C.S. Courses. In fact from my 
experience and observation during my stay in America 
I am convinced the International Correspondence Schools 
have done more for the industrial development of the 
United States in a practical way than all the other indus- 
trial schools put together.

They receive a 
character development that no ordinary education system 
can give. They are given practical training in self-re- 
liance, personal independence, true economic values, the 
dignity of intelligent labor, and the foundamental princi- 
ples of a successful life, as well as a general practical 
training. The product of this plant and the work of the 
students is a unique character product, which is sold under 
the trade name of “Korean Mission Cloth.”
